INGOME TAX CUT 
1) AGREED UPON 


House Committee To Of- 


fer 25 Per Cent Slash on} 


All Incomes of Less 
Than $5,000 Annually. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Washington, January 28.—Income 


taxpayers got their first slice of the 
proposed tax relief today when the 
house ways and means committee 
adopted the recommendation of Sec- 
retary Mellon te allow a special 25 
per cent reduction ig the tax on im- 
comes which are “earned.” 


AJl taxable incomes under $5,000 
were defined as earned for purposes 
of this reduction, while $20,000 was 
set as the maximum amount of in- 
comes on which the reduction could 
be taken. 


Treasury estimates show that 
about 13,000,000 taxpayers have in- 
comes of less than $5,000 and auto- 
matically could deduct from their tax 
when computed 25 per cent of its 
total. Thus, a married man with two 
children who now pays a tax of $28 
on an income of $4,000 would pay 
only $22.50, this figure not taking 
into account any normal income tax 
reductions—a _ proposition 
the committee. 

Disposition of this section of the 
bill cleared the way, with the excep- 
tion of some odds and ends to be 
taken up tomorrow, for consideration 
by the committee of income rates, in- 
cluding the surtaxes, the main point 
at issue in the tax revision program. 


Majority members of the committee 
met late today to discuss a program 
of procedure but agreed only to meet 
in full committee tomorrow. Some 
members have declared for writing ‘a 
republican income rate schedule while 
others wish to work out the rates in 
full committee. Democrats, however, 
have declared they will stand solidly 
for their party proposal of a reduc- 
tien in surtaxes to a 44 per cent max- 
imum instead of 25 per cent as sug- 
gested by Secretary Mellon. The house 
republican steering committee also 
discussed the tax situation today but 
reached no. conclusion.

HARDING SUIGIDE 
DONE BY SHOUTING 


Father Ascribes Act of) 
Daughter to “Love of 
Social Life, Nightly 
Dances, Cigarettes.”

Boston, January 28.—W. P. G. 
Harding, governor of the federal re- 
serve bank of Boston, in a statement 
tonight admitted that his daughter, 
Margaret Eliot, who was found dead 
at their home last Saturday, commit- 
ted suicide by shooting herself with 
his revolver. Earlier in the day -the 
medical examiner reported that Miss 
‘Harding had committed suicide, but 
the immediate cause of. death was 
not made known, 

Miss Harding, her father said, left 
notes addressed to him, to relatives 
and to friends. In the note to her 
father the young woman asked for- 
giveness “for what she had done and 
was about to do.”. “I couldn’t stand 
life any longer,” was one phrase of 
the note, Mr. Harding said. 

Mr. Harding said his daughter’s 
act was due to “her love for social 
life, dancing every night and smoking 
| cigarettes.” 

Only Servants With Her. 
When Associate Medical Examiner 
| William J. Brickley announced his 
finding today he said that the imme- 
diate cause of death was a hemor- 
rhage, that her act probably was due 
to ill health and that no other person 
was involved. He did not disclose the 
manner in whieh the y8ung woman 
ended her life. 

Miss Harding, before she came to 
this city a year ago with her father, 
was prominent in social circles in 
Washington. She was born in Bir- 
mingham, Ala., 23 years ago. Last 
Thursday she returned from a month’s 
stay in Washington. Her father said 
that she told him she felt tired and 
ill and he suggested that he defer a 
visit which he had arranged to make 
to Washington. Later in the day 


she said she felt better and urged 
him not the delay his trip. He was 
on his way home from Washington 
when she died.

Washington, January 28.—The uni- 
versal judgment at Washigton 
that the political consequences of the 
Fall case are certain and large.

Under the present circumstances, 
however, this is not enough, because 
Chairman Walsh, of the investigating 
committee, who has brought out all 
the evidence, has already given pub- 
lk expression to his dissatisfaction 
with Attorney General Daugherty. 
Under these circumstances, obviously 
the thing President Coolidge must do 
is to select a good lawyer independ- 
ent of the department of justice, 
whose character and standing wil! as- 
sure public confidence, and entrust 
to this independent lawyer the direc- 
tion of the criminal aspects of the 
case, 

Should Consult Walsh. 

Inasmuch as it is Senator Walsh 
who has brought out the evidence, and 
as Senator Walsh has the complete 
confidence of the public, it follows 
that he should be consulted about the 
selection of a lawyer to handle the 
criminal aspects of the case. The 
next step, it is universally agreed, 
for President Coolidge to take in order 
to avoid as much of the consequences 
as it is possible for him to avoid, is 
to proceed at once toward the cancel- 
lation of the leases. In fact, compe- 
tent judges say it is a mistake for 
Coolidge to have waited even this 
long and to have allowed the initiative 
toward the cancellation of the leases 
to, seem to come from the senate in- 
stead of from himself. The common 
remark in this connection is: “Think 
what Roosevelt would have done.”

So far as I have been 
able to learn, there has not been 
found a single intelligent voter in 
North Carolina seriously opposing this 
expenditure of public money.’’ 
Highway Details. 
North .Carolina’s system of state- 


built highways had its birth, accord- 


ing to Mr. Hill's description, “in a 
very modest and uncertain expression 
of these new ideas,’’ embodied in a*bill 
passed by the state legislature of 
1915, appropriating $10,000 per year 
for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a “State Highway commis- 
sion and a state system of highways 
connecting county seats and other 
principal towns.’’ 

In 1917 this road law was revised 
the commission was allowed to 
use a portion of funds derived from 
of automohiles to help the 
counties maintain inter-county work. 

The great handicap to a proper pro- 
gram of state road building, Mr. Hill 
pointed out, was the old policy of 


“pay-as-you-go.” 
| 


“Before the meeting of the legisla- 
ture in 191%,’’ he said, “automobiles 
and trucks had about worn out the 
sandelay and waterbound macadam 
roads, and folks at home were get- 
ting madder and madder as they stuck 
in the mud that was deeper and 
deeper and many of them _pe- 
titioned the legislature for help.

In the state there are 50,000 miles 
of roads but a survery showed that 
85 per cent of the traffic could be 
tuken care of by about 6,000 miles 
of road. It is this 6,000 miles that 
now constitutes the state highway 
system. 

In 1919, when the state highway 
commision was formulated, there were 
°1) wi'es of improved roods in the 
staie. At the end of 1923 the state 
had completed 1,033 additiunal miles 
and had under construction 1,425 
niles to be completed in 1924. 

More Bonds Voted 

In 1923 the state voted nn addition- 
al $7,000,000 bond issue tor roads. 
Said Mr. Hill in deserihing the finan- 
cing of this vast under¥aking: 

“The bulk of funds for construct- 
ing the state system of rosds comes 
from bond issues. Federal aid funds 
are allotted just as funds from road 
bonds. ‘IThiere is no ad valcrem state 
tax in North Carolina levied for roads 
or for any other purpose. The maip- 
tenance of state roads and payment 
of interest. on all road bonds and re- 
tirement of the serial road bonds fall- 
ing due each year, is guaranteed by 
funds received by the siate from 
license taxes on automobiles and from 
a three-cent tax on gasoline.” 

After describing the great benefits 
of this system of roads to the entire 
state, Mr. Hill said: 

“Why, even the saving on gasoline 
alone will more than pay interest 
on money borrowed by North Carolina 
for building roads. In 1920 there 
were consumed in the state 73,997,832 
gallons of gas and there were 142,- 
"84 cars, or each Car burned 520 gal- 
lons of gasoline. In 1923 there were 
consumed in the state, 
gallons of gas by 247,300 cars, or 
each car consumed 446 gallons of gas, 
hence there was a saving in 1925 
oter 1920 of 74 gallons of gasoline 
ner car. This multiplied by 247,300 
ears, and gasoline estimated at 25 
cents per gallon, will make a yearly 
saving to the people in North Caro- 
lina of $4,577,000 on gasoline used.” 

Newspapers Figure. 

Mr. Hill, in summing up the prog- 
ress of his state, paid a tribute to the 
newspapers for the part they have 
played in “turning on the light” so 
that the people might see the way fo 
go forward. “Almost without a sin- 
gle exception.” he said, “the editors 
of both our daily and weekly papers 
have been men of vision and great ad- 
voeates of our programs of progress.” 

“The state board of agriculture,” 
he said further, “has also been a great 
factor in helping to educate our peo- 
ple in better methods of agriculture 
and stock raising. The total value 
of cur twenty-two principal farm 
crops has jumped from $131.000,000 
in 1909 to $431,000,000 in 1923 and 
North Carolina has gone up next to 
Texas in production of cotton. 

Governor Drafts Men. 

_In concluding, Mr. Hill said, “... 
whenever the governor of North Caro- 
lina wants a man for a big job for 
service to the state, it does not take 
him long to find him and, without 
recard to politics and without regard 
to wealth and pressure of business en- 
gagement, he just drafts his man 
where he finds him and puts him to 
work for the state. So that now, 
after several years of this drafting 
process, practically every state com- 
mission and practically every state 
board is filled with men and women 
that almost any big corporation would 
he glad to honor with a place on 
on its board of directors, 

“Big business must be done in a 
big way and it takes big men to run 
big business in a big way. There are 
no idle rich in North Carolina. ‘Every- 
body works, including father,’ hence, 
there is little or no prejudice against 
drafting for service to the state rich 
men Who have already won success 
in business. 

“With almost everybody enjoying 
the blessings of education and good 
health, and almost every man working 
and making money and riding on 
hard surface roads, and with such 
a host of strong leaders working for 
the state and giving cheerfully their 
brains and energies for the love of 
humanity, it is easy to understand 
how old “Tar Heel’ has cut off his 
whiskers, thrown away his ox-cart 
jumped into his roadster and stepped

Paris, January 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The French govern- 
ment, it is understood, has suggested 
informally to Great Britain that the 
chief questions in controversy between 
them concerning the administration of 
the Bavarian Palatinate be submitted 
to the conference of ambassadors. 

The suggestion was made following 
one from the British government that 
the whole Palatinate question, includ- 
ing the separatist regime, be submit- 
ted to arbitration. 

The British suggestion included a 
proposal to examing:into whether the 
Rhineland high commission hag the 
power to, extend recognition to any 
government, since the commission of- 
ficially registered recently certain 
separatist decrees, which Great Brit- 
ain regarded as tantamount to recog- 
nition. France’s view is understood

Of course’ there are 
many perfectly competent physicians 
who were graduated more than 20 
years ago and who have kept abreast | 
of the progress of medical science by 
continuing their studies by taking 
uctive part in the medical society af- 
their communities and by 
honest scientific study of their own 
cases in practice. But you are awure 
that the average patient needs some 
ineans to assure himself that his phy- 
sician is up-to-date and is readily de- 
ceived in this matter by charlatans. 
And because so many patients are 
Joctor shy from the money _ stand- 
point, I'd suggest that the compe- 
tent physician should make no charge 
for ns services from the moment he 
finds a case requjres long study or ex- 
rensive treatment until success has 
been achieved, and that he so inform 
Although 
many patients are so sold on physi- 
clans or at least on certain physi- 
cians that they are quite willing to 
¢0 ahead with any kind of expectant 
1reatment or undergo any amount of 
groping special examinations on the 
nsual basis. But my suggestion is 
rather for those who think the doctor 
wants the operation principally for 
what it will add to his coffers and 
not for the benefit of his patient, 
and for such, I submit, it is most 
necessary to re-establish confidence in 
the integrity of the profession.” 

Iteversing the customary procedure 
of the profession, I will now contrib- 
ute an appendix.

Coolidge Too Slow. 

Coolidge stands facing the crisis 
of his political career. He acted 
quickly, but even so, his move for 
appointment of bi-partisan counsel, 
his request for a $100,000 uppropria- 
tion which was gianted by the house 
hurriedly Monday, his announced in- 
tention to take any action necessary 
to protect the public interest, all 
came too late. 

Democrats charged his midnight ac- 

tion Saturday came only after he 
learned that this course would be de- 
manded by the senate. They asked 
why he has been silent these many 
months when the oil leases were dis- 
cussed at cabinet meetings which he 
nitended as vice president. His state- 
ment that members of both parties 
are involved in the affair gave the 
democrats their chance to retort that 
the Harding-Coolidge administration 
alune was resporsible for the trans- 
actions; that only republican offi- 
cials approved the leases; that by 
executive order the administration, 
without consulting congress, signed 
away the vast oil reserves that had 
been set aside by Taft to insure a 
permanent supply of fuel for the 
navy. 
Coolidge, the democrats insist, has 
attempted to evade party responsi- 
biiity for the scandal. He has tried 
tv run to cover, they say, and now 
they are determined to hold the re- 
publican administration—not Fall 
alone—responsible for the affair. 

Republicans are making desperate 
efforts to prevent the oil seandal 
from developing into a major politica: 
issue. So long as the accusing finger 
pvinted only to Fall, there was little 
fear, but now the whole scandal has 
teken a sudden shift in the direction 
of the entire administration and there 
is genuine alarm over the effect this 
will have upon the country, which is 
thoroughly aroused over the dis- 
closures. 


No Democrat Official Involved. 


Republicans are busy declaring that 
“crime is non-partisan.” The part 
that Edward L. Doheny plays in the 
affair enables them to say that mem- 
bers of both parties are involved. But 
each time this defense is made the 
democrats hurl back the charge that 
no demoepatic official is concerned 
and that the administration alone 
mtst stand responsibility for the 
policy which permitted the leases. 

Only one vote was registered in 
the house against the resolution ap- 
propriating $100,000 for special prose- 
cution, Representative Blanton, of 
Texas, democrat, voted against the 
resolution on the ground that the 
government is well equipped with at- 
torneys in the department of justice. 
Garrett, minority leader, attempted to 
insert a-declaration that special prose- 
cutors were being employed because 
of lack of confidence in the attorney- 
general, but this was voted down on 
party lines. 


G. 0. P. Must Take Blame. 


Minority leaders of both houses as- 
sniled the administration. 

“The simple truth is that the blame 
for the shameful transaction, which 
has becoine a national scandal, rests 
wholly op the administrations of 
President Harding and President 
Coolidge,” Senator Robinson, mi- 
nority leader in the senate, declared 
in a speech, criticising Coolidge for 
his Saturday night statement that 
members of both political parties are 
involved in the oil scandals. 

“This is a direct effort to shift re- 
sponsibility from his own ahd Presi- 
dent Harding's administrations. If 
any democratic official is blameable, 
let him be named, The truth is every 
government official which the evi- 
dence shows is chargeable with cor- 
ruption or neglect of publie duty is 
a republican and his party and its 
administration must take responsibili- 
ty for his acts. 

“When the president reaches the 
conclusion that the lease was im- 
providently or negligently, not to 
say corruptly executed, will he say 
to Secretary Denby: 

““*Here’s your hat, 
hurry?’ ” 

Garrett Delivers Blow. 

The administration was assailed 
also by Representative Garrett, mi- 
nority leader in the house. 

“The revelations developed before 
the committee of the senate have 
shaken the faith of the country in 
their government, and have shaken 
this administration to its very mud 
sills,” Garrett said. Recalling Cool- 
idge’s reference to members of both 
political parties, Garrett continued: 

“That is not a proper utterance 
for the president of the United States. 
That is the utterance of a politician,” 

He said it was a pitiable situation 
when confidence in the department of 
justice has sunk so low that the presi- 
dent takes the prosecution of the oil 
ecandal out of its hands. 

Garrett Wants Names. 

“What a pitiable thing it is for 
the president himself to admit  be- 
fore all the world that he caxrnot 
risk his own attorney general to pro- 
tect the interest of the government of 
which he is president, at the same 
time that Attorney General Daugh- 
erty remains in the cabinet. 

“In view of the statement of the 
president that he wnderstands that 
members of both political parties are 
involved. I think it would be highly 
proper that the president immediately 
—he has injected partisanship into 
it—name the democrats—name the 
democrats, official or otherwise, whom 
he understands are involved.” 


“ Debate Was Bitter. 


Final’ debate in the house, just be- 
fore the resolution was adopted be- 
came bitter at times, reaching down 
to personal attack®, and roars of sar- 
castic laughter greeted the frequent 
oratorical outbursts. 

Representative Longworth, repub- 
lican floor leader, the last speaker be- 
fore the vote was taken, censured the 
democrats for their “partisan” atti- 
tude. then claimed that Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels, during the Wilson 
administration, was responsible for 
the present policy regarding oil lands, 
ron the ground that he had taken the 
oil lands from the public domain and 
piaced them as oil reserves under 
the navy department. 

Longworth declared that he was 
ready to name a democrat connected

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Tasty Flapjacks For Al ° 


El Paso, January 28.—Forty years 
ago Ed Doheny, intimate pal of Al 
Fall, could not have loaned him the 
price of a bag of flour—68 cents in 
those days—much less $100,000. 

But Ed could, and did, tangle with 
a tin oven and bake Al the finest 
pan of biscuits in New Mexico, for 
Ed Doheny the cook was as famous 
in the silver country as Ed Doheny, 
unluckiest of prospectors. 

Doheny’s bad luck faded, and he 
is now Edward L. Doheney, multi- 
mil.ionaire oil magnate, who told a 
group of senators that he could give 
away $100,000 as easily as an aver- 
age man might a ten-spot. But Al 
Fall's fabulous misfortune. persisted. 

William H. Moffitt, who was a pal 
of Loth Fall and Doheny from 1884 
to 1890, and who owns mining prop- 
erty around Kingston, where they 
prospected in those days, registered at 
a local hotel and told about Doheny’s 
beginnings. 

“All three of us often lived togeth- 
er :n e shack ten feet square with an 
earthen flour,” said Moffitt. 

‘We roamed through the hills, fol- 
lowing our hunches, hurrying to ev- 
ery spot where rumor said the earth 
contained wealth. : 

“Every time Ed or Al found a prop- 
erty that looked rich on top, and 
spent their time and money develop- 
ing it, it always petered out a little 
ways down. 

“\Vhenever they decided that a vein 
looked poor, it usuaily ran into mil- 


lions after they got rid of it. 
“When a mining man, called Charlie 


Canfield, persuaded Doheny to go to 
the Los Angeles district after oil was 
found, they bought tickets end Ed had 
exactly 10 cents left in the world. 

“He bought grapes with it, beeause 
that wes what he could get most of 
for his money. 

“Owing money to scores of people, 
Doheny went te his bankers and credi-. 
tors, and demanded money to buy oi! 
leases. They gave it to him. F 

“He finally got a contract with the 
Santa Fe whereby they obligated 
themselves to buy all their oil from 
him, at $1 a barrel. They had been 
paying $1.50, but now all the other 
producers were forced to sell to Ed 
at less than $1 and he resold it. for 
the Santa Fe were the only purchas- 
ers. 

“Later Doheny sold his oil properties 
and rights to the Santa Fe for $1,- 
400,000; according to Moffitt, that 
was the first real stake he made for 
his* present tremendous fortune. 

“But long before that time Doheny 
and Fall had parted company, so far 
as intimate business association was 
concerned. Fall became United 
States senator und secretary of the in- 
terior a comparatively poor man, 
while Doheny deaJt in colossal enter- 
prises in Mexico that netted him mil- 
lions, 

“Fall did not see the future in the 
oil fields that Doheny did, and de- 
cided to stick to New Mexico,” sum- 
marized Moffitt. “He's still there, 
with a modest ranch to show for his 
forty years.”

McKellar Is Emphatic.

Price Sees Possible Widel 
Gains in TwoCottonMonths 


BY THEO, H. PRICE,

New York, January 28.—Last 
Wednesday nearly everyone seemed to 
egree that a “reaction was due” in 
the cotton market. It came. Prices 
advanced nearly a cent a pound. The 
only statisticul news of the week was 
the ginning report, which was also 
issued on Wednesday. The total 


ginned up to January 16 was 9,946,- 
462 bales. This was rather more than 
anyone expected. It suggested a crop 
somewhat in excess of the government 
estimate, but a few hundred thousand 
bales more or less is unimportant | 
now. 

The fact that 235,891 round bales 
have been ginned this year as aguinst 
168,428 round bales Iast year, is 
worth remarking as it indicates that 
after many years of struggle’ the 
round bale may at last be taking the 
place that has been So long claimed 
for it. 

Another item that may have some 
significance is a census report show-4 
ing a decrease of 10 7-8 per cent in 
the spinning activity of the American 
mills during the month of December 
This spinning activity is measured by 
the “spindle hours” reported. Last 
month the “active spindle hours” to- 
talled 7,139.671,847, or an average of | 
190 hours “per spindle in place” as 
compared with 8,014,539.167, or an 
average of 213 hours in November 

Still another item of interest from 
the census is an estimate of Rhode 
Tsland’s wealth in 1922. It totals 
$1.9°4.326,000, which is an increase | 
of 97.8 per cent over 1912. It is re- 


marked upon here as showing that it 


is possible that Rhode Island's losses 
in manufacturing cotton may have 
heen exaggerated and that New FEng- 
land's hold upon the textile industry 
may be stronger than some have 
thonght. 

But in ell this statistical flotsam 
there is but little that will tell us 
whether the market is going up ofr 
down and that is what every one 
wants to know, although the experi- 
ence of years has shown that it is un 
knowable. But as the season devel-

Therefore it may be taken for. 
granted that spinners will go into 
the new season with the smaliest res. 
serve supply on record and that the 
southern warehouses will be pretty.

new crop commences to move. Fos, 
the same reason the stocks of corto ‘é. 
goods throughout the world will prob- 
ably be negligible. 

If the new crop promises to be a: 
large one all will be well, but if anye 
thing happens to change public opin 
ion with regard to it then we may.

tober and December contracts that 
will surpass anything since the war 
days. 

These considerations suggest that 
those who are such confirmed cotton 
bulls that they must always be long 
will do well to buy the new erop
